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In claim 36, line 8: immediately before "pair" deleted "a (third occurrence)" and 
inserted instead - - each of said - - to correct a minor typographical error. 

In claim 36, line 9: immediately after "in" and immediately before "said" inserted - 
- each of - - to correct a minor typographical error. 

In claim 59, line 9: immediately after "holes" deleted "for receiving" and inserted 
instead - - , said aperture sized and configured to receive - - to better define applicant's 
invention. 

In claim 59, line 10: immediately after "portion" and immediately before 
"configured" inserted - - , said tapered portion of said washer - - to better define 
applicant's invention. 

In claim 81 , line 1 0: immediately after "openings" and immediately before "sized" 
inserted - - , said aperture - - to better define applicant's invention. 

In claim 81 , line 12: immediately after "in "and immediately before "said (second 
occurrence)" inserted - - each of - - to correct a minor typographical error. 

In claim 89, line 9: immediately after "holes" and immediately before "configured" 
inserted - - , said aperture sized and - - to better define applicant's invention. 

In claim 89, line 10: immediately after "of and immediately before "said (first 
occurrence)" inserted - - each of - - to correct a minor typographical error.
